A BALLOON WITH DYNAMITE. 


The Airship, With a Rudder, Is the 


Inventien of A. R. Reed of 
Hot Springs.

NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—Cuban sympathiz- 
ers in New York are considering the intro- 
duction of a new feature into the war now 


being waged by the Cuban insurgents for 
It is proposed to construct 


their liberty. 
a steerable balloon of sufficient size to 
carry a ton or so of dynamite. With such 
an air-ship, the city of Havana could be 
reduced. to ruins within an hour, the cele- 
brated trocha would become a “memory, 
and Spanish rule on the pearl of the An- 
tilles would be a thing of. the past. 

A. R. Reed, a resident of Hot Springs, 
Ark., is the inventor of the balloon which 
it is proposed to use. His plans follow 
old lines to a large extent, but he has 
introduced a new feature into the propel- 
ling device and. steering machinery. He 
deciares that he can make his air-ship go 


where he pleases, even turning it around 


in circles in an ordinary wind. He would 
be unable, he says, to do more than hold 
his own in a gale, but it is thought that 
storms can be avo and the batioon can 
wait for favorable ric conditions 
before being put into actual use. 

The ball consists of a gas bag sha 
like a cigar. Underneath is suspended the 
usual basket for the aeronaut. Under the 
basket is a cylinder 30 or 36 inches in diagn- 
eter, and almost as long as the gas bag. In 
one end or the cylinder is placed a rudder, 
which, the inventor says, can be controlled 
from the basket by ropes. Ip the center 
of the tubes, directly under the basket, 
is a fan which will create a strong draught 
that is calculated to keep the balloon in 
motion as well as permit the rudder to 
change the direction of progress at will. 

The rotary fan in the cylinder will be 
propelled by means of a gasoline engine in 


the basket. engine is to be made of 
aluminum, and will be connected with the 
fan by means of a direct belt. The size 


of the gas bag will determine the balloon's 
ng capacity.

SHERMAN’S DARK METHODS. 


Shown by the Record That He Knew 
What He Was Doing and 
Lied to the Senate. 


Col. George C. Gorman for many years re- 
sided in California, and was a member of 
the National Republican Committee from 
that State from 1868 to 1880.

the gold standard, and is now an earnest 
supporter of Bryan and Sewall.

This letter is the one referred to by ex- 
Gov. Charles P. Johnson at the Bryan

In the Senate the bill was taken up for 
consideration on the 17th of January, 1873, 
and debated and passed on that day.

The bill, as it passed the Senate, contra- 
dicts in plain terms some positive assert ons 
made by Mr. Sherman during the debate 
upon it as to the provisions it contained 
concerning the standard silver dollar.

The ineffaceable proof of this serious ac-

He had awtended one of the meetings of 
the employes of the Scullin street railway 
system, theld by order of the proprietors. 
Free discussion is not permitted at these 
meetings. The men are ordered to attend 
them and such advocates of *he gold stand- 
ard as Fred Lehman are engaged to be pres- 
ent and address them in behalf of McKin- 


ey. 

Kaufman tried to attend one of these 
meetings last Thursday night. Harry 
Scullin would not suffer him to enter, and 
he addressed a rival meeting gotten up on 
the spur of the moment in a coal yard near 


by. 


Kaufman’s story is as follows: “I was 
requested to attend the meeting of the 
Scullin employes at Northwestern Hall, and 
went there with Mr. Burke. Before the 
doors were opened I ascertained that I 
would not be permitted to speak. I said 
that I would like to attend at any rate and 
hear what arguments Mr. Lehman used, 
— if I were not permitted to answer 
them, 

“A young man, whom I afterwards dis- 
covered to be Harry Scullin, said to me: 
‘I know you. Tou are that fellow who 
makes speeches in front of the Globe- 
Democrat office. I'll put Sam Allender on to 


ou. 

„I gaid I didn’t know who Sam Allender 
was and I didn’t care who was put ‘onto’ 
me. Scullin repeated his remark about Al- 
lender and added that he would have me 
chased out of town. 

“T gathered then that Allender was a de- 
tective and I said to Scullin: ‘I am not 
afraid of . chased out of town. Iam not 
in ithe habit of engaging in brawls in bawdy 
houses. I do not have fights with the police, 
and I do not do other disreputable things 
with which some people whom I might 
name are truthfully charged. 

“Well, you don’t get in this meeting,’ 
said Scullin. That closed the argument so 
far as I was concerned. Mr. Burke invited 
all who wanted to hear the silver side of the 
question discussed to go to a coal yard near 
by, the police having refused curtly to per- 
mit me to meet in the street. About 200 men 
went to the coal yard and I addressed them. 

“Saturday evening, Scullin and two de- 
tectives were crossing Pine street and I 
met them. I said: ‘I feel complimented, Mr. 
Scullin, that you should have gone to the 
trouble of putting a detective on my trail 
trying to rake up something that would af- 
ford an excuse to drive me out of town. 
It shows that my arguments have 
strength.’ 

„% You are a — liar,’ sald Scullin. 

“At that moment a car came along. Look 
out for the car,’ said I, and I stepped back 
from the track and looked at the car as it 
was passing. . 

“T did not have my eye on Scullin and 
had no idea he was going to strike me. 
Suddenly I received a terrible blow in the 


face. I fell and the granite pavement cut 


my head. When I struggled to my feet I 
saw Scullin and his two detective Friends 
walking away. I will prosecute ullin. 
It was a murderous blow and absolutely un- 
provoked and unexpeoted. The doctor who 
dressed my wounds says positively that 
that on my face could not have been in- 
flicted with the naked hand.“ 


Mr. Murphy’s statement as to what took 
place last Thursdey night tallies with that 
of Kaufman. He adds he gave far more 
cause for offense at the meeting than Kauf- 


man, 

“In fact,” said Mr. Murphy, Kauf- 
man, in his address, never said an un- 
kind thing about the Scullins or any other 
employer. I did. I shot it into them pret- 
ty strong, denouncing them for trying to 
coerce free men into voting against their 
convictions. I named names and used as 
plain language as I chose, and I chose to 
make it very clear how contemptible I re- 
garded the action of the Scullins. 

“J gald then, and I say now, and I am go- 
ing to keep right on saying, that no man can 
browbeat and bully an American citizen out 
of his birthright, rticularly if he happens 
to have Irish bl in his veins, and most of 
Scullin’s men are Irish.

VICIOUS FIGHT ON THE RIVER. 


Jack Fahey Knocked John Schwager 
Out in the Second Round. 


East St. Louis sports brought to a suc- 
cessful termination at sunrise Sunday morn-

OWS: 
“Section 1. A Commission, consisting of 
the Mayor, Comptroller, President of the 
Board of Public Improvements,  Presi- 
dent of the Council, Speaker of the House 
of Delegates and City Counselor, is hereby 
created, whose duty it shall be to prepare 
amendments to the city charter and re- 
port the same to the Municipal Assembly.” 
One 22 was held a year ago, and 
nothing was done because Counselor Mar- 
shall gave an opinion that it was too soon, 
and there was no law to warrant any sug- 
gestions being made at that time.

70 RAISE WAGES. 


Belleville Coal Miners and Operators 
in Conference. 

The coal miners and operators of the 
Belleville District are holding a joint con- 
ference at Geary's Hall Monday, with the 
hope of being able to agree upon some 
course which will bring about a rise in the 
market price of coal and an. increase in 
the wages of the miners. An agreement is 
not considered probable. 

The Consolidated Coal Co., it is said, 
wants to restore“ wages, but the men in- 
sist that this would not be an increase in 
fact and are disposed to insist on a 20 per 
cent increase all around, with the limitation 
that none shall receive more than $2 per day. 
Their purpose is to effect an equalization. 

The smaller operators are understood to 
be willing to grant this, but the Consoli- 
dated is, as usual, the stumbling block in 
the way of an agreement. 

A proposition to this effect was submitted 
at the morning session and a recess was 
taken to 2 988 to permit the operators to 
consider it alone. 

The men claim that in the past two months 
there has been a raise in price of 15 cents on 
the ton and that the operetors have given 
as an excuse to the consumers that it was 
to permit them to give the men an increase, 
but they say they have not received it. 

The raise of 20 per cent asked for will give 
them an average of 6 or 6 cents per ton 
more than they are now getting.

The assault, as already told in the Post-

which, at that time, Aug. 29, belonged to 
Alderman James H. Cronin. 

The girl testified that she was induced 
to enter the room by Donnelly, who assured 
her it was a respectable place. After he had 
her in the room he locked the door and at- 
tempted to take liberties with her. 

She resisted, but Donnelly persisted. For 
an hour, the girl said, Donnelly kept her 
there against her will. She struggled re- 
peatedly to get away, but could not. She 
tried to scream, but when doing so, Don- 
nelly would put his hands over her mouth 
and stifled the sounds. 

After keeping her there for an hour, 
Billy Hennessy, a man known to both the 
Habel girl and Donnelly, came to the room 
and escorted the girl to the street, where 
she took a car for her me. 

Donnelly made but a slight defense. He 
said he d met the girl a few months 
before, and had a letter from her saying 
he could call on her at her home. He went 
and said he asked her to go out walking. 
Then he said he would take her to a hotel. 
He admitted that he took her to Cronin’s 
resort for an immoral purpose and for 
A room. He denied resorting to force, but 
admitted that the girl was in the room for 
nearly an hour. 

Judge McDonald, .when he decided to hold 
Donnelly, said the evidence was so strong 
he could not do otherwise. The girl’s char- 
acter had not been proven bad. Donnelly 
had taken her into a resort whose reputa- 
tion was noted. It was fitted up for as- 
signation purposes and the defendant knew 
it when he took the girl there. The fact 
that he kept the girl in the room for an 
hour, against her will, and tried to over- 
come her was conclusive that the intent 
to commit crime was there.

NIGHT OF TERROR 
IN THE WEST BND 


ARISTOCRATIC CABANNE RAIDED 
BY MIDNIGHT BURGLARS. 


WERE GREETED WITH BULLETS. 


Broke Into the Homes of Charles Sut- 
ter, Edwin Kaehler and Gustav 
Hinzpeter and Were Shot At. 


| The gang of burglars that has been in- 
festing the West End was out in force Sun- 
day night. 

Aristocratic Cabanne was fairly overrun 
with them. 

Half a dozen householders took shots at 
the midnight marauders. Residents for 
blocks around were roused from their slum- 
bers and many of them joined in the chase 


after the burglars. 

Three fashionable residences were entered. 
At each place the burglars were met with 
cold steel and hot bullets. 

That they did not get away with any 
— 2 is probably due to the fact that the 

eat and the mosquitoes combined made the 
residents of Cabanne unusually wakeful 
Sunday night. 

The burglars first got in their work at the 
residence of Edwin Kaehler, 5648 Ca ne 
avenue. About 2 o’clock Mrs. Kaehler, who 
occupies the middle room on the second 
floor, heard a noise in the back yard. She 
listened and heard some one going down 
the outside cellar stairs. 

Her youngest son Robert had gone out on 
his wheel and she thought he had returned 
and was pottne his wheel in the cellar. She 
suspected nothing until she heard foot- 
steps returning from ithe cellar. 

She knew that her son, after putting his 
wheel away, weuld come to her room by 
way of the inside stairs. She heard some 
one at the front door. She heard some one 
raise the screen of the front window. 

She was afraid to look out, but roused 
her son Harry, who was asleep in the next 
room, Walle mother and son were con- 
sidering what.they should do, the screens 
all around the house were lifted, one after 
the other. ä 

Harry bbed his revolver and ran to the 
front window. The burglars must have 
heard him, for when he looked out, they 
were not there. Mrs. Kaehler caught a 

limpse of one of them as he scaled a high 
ence, just west of the house. Harry fired 
two shots in r. 

Officer . . Archambault, who was 
at the trol box at the Arcade, two blocks 
away, heard the shots and ran to Clara 
and Suburban avenue, where he met Private 
Watchman Cochran. The two officers pa- 
trolled the neighborhood of the Kaehler 
residence, but could find ne trace of the 
burglar, 

The second attempt was made at the resi- 
dence of Charles Sutter, the subway man, at 
5575 Maple avenue. There one of the burg- 
lars succeeded in breaking into the house. 

John Gardner, the houseman, was asleep 
in the library on the first floor. About 2:15 
he was awakened by the sudden opening of 
a door leading from the kitchen. The light 
of a bull’s-eye lantern flashed in his face. 

John was wide awake in a minute. He 
reached under his pillow and got his six- 
shooter and blazed away at the burglar, 
who ran for the open kitchen window, by 
which he had entered. 

There was a table in front of the window. 
The burglar cleared this at a leap and once 
in the back yard he ran north, extinguishing 
his lantern as he went. 

John fired at him again from the window. 

The Shots aroused the officers, who went 
in pursuit of the burglars. Two dark forms 
were seen to cross Bartmer avenue at Clara 
avenue. Before the policeman could draw a 
bead on them they were out of sight. Peo- 
ple ran out of their houses in their night 
clothes and joined in the chase. 

Private Watchman Fisher was walking bis 
beat on Etzel avenue a few minutes later 
when the closing act in the raid of the bur- 
glars took place. 

Two shots rang out in the early morn- 
ing. The report was that of a shotgun, and
